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June HtJi is the annfversary of 
tbe lurLh of the AtupricHu FIhk« 
ami tliecelnbrHlioii of tlmt anniver- 
fiary will be general throughout the 
United StateH. It meant much on 
that far-away June day, tlun hitth 
of Freedom's banner, and the few 
who saw it Ht reaming on the breeze 
for the lirst time had juHt an little 
conception of itH misHJon to the 
world as had the Fathers of the 
Constitution when tlM^y framed 
that immortal document. 

When the AnuM'ican people wei*e 
delivered from the rule of England, 
all that belonged to tier liecame ob- 
noxious to the Colon iHts, and the 
flag which was the symbolization of 
English sentiment was reviled and 
detested by those who had <lared to 
defy the British blusterers, and a 
new standard became a necensity. 

Liiceaship without a compass, 
the newborn Nation was drifting 
without a standard atiout which to 
I ally. There were many flags — 
each of the 13 Colonies had one, 
bearing each its own peculiar device, 
but there was no banner which re- 
pitsented the crystalized and con- 
centrated ideas of a free Government 
•uoh as they sought to per[)etuate. 

It seeniB almost incredible that 
nearly 300 years had elapsed since 
Columbus flung to the breeze the 
flag of Ferdinand and Isabella, the 
first flag ever kissed by the winds of 
the new west world before a nation 
indigenous to the soil, was ready 
to unite its people under a National 
banner which should be to them 
their guidon and their glory, telling 
eloquently, if mutely, of st/ormy 
trials, foes vanquished and victories 
won. 

But after three centuries a new 
Nation, solidified through sufl'eriug, 
strong through conflict, steadfast 
through purity of patriotism, "rais- 
ed their flag against a power to 
which for purposes of f(U'r»ign uoii- 
quest and subjugation, Rome in the 
height of her gloiy in not ccun pared — 
a power which ha» dolte<l over the 
suiface of the whole globe with her 
possessions and military posts, whose 
morning drum-beat, following the 
sun and keeping company with the 
hours, circles the earth with one 
continuous and unbroken strain of 
martial airs of England." 

One fair <Iay in June, 1777, the 
Colonial Congress ** Resolved that 
the flag of the la United States be 
13 strii>es, alternate red and white, 
that the anion be 13 stars, white on 
a tilue field, refiresenting a new con- 
stellation.'* And thus like a new 
star in mid heaven tlu^ Flag of the 
Free whs flung across the political 
firmament to astonish the world 
with its beauty and delight lovers of 
liberty with its symbolism. 

Ho far as history records It, this 
was the first legislation, the first 
agitation i\\\ the sut»ject of a Nation- 
al emblem for the United Htates of 
America. It is altogethei probable 
that there were men in that Congress 
to whom ties of blood, if not birth- 
right, had endeared any on«^ of a 
dozen flags of other Nations. The 
members of that first C<mgiess were 
all men of stronir will and powerful 
ill argument. 

The clasli oi up[Hi!^iii^ oimummih 
must have been sonnet hi ng to re- 
met.uber as each urged the merits of 
his favorite flag, id«^alized and me- 
tamorphosed for the uses of a Re- 
publieian form of Government. 
But of this conir<»versy the records 
are dumb. There was a Journal of 
Congress, but It was evidently too 
sevendy edited to pander to the 
possibly profane levity of such 
debate and there were no omui- 
present reporters there to transcribe 
the heated debate while the sting 
still rankled. They seem to have 
done things differently then. 

When legislation was needed it 
was etTected, an<l the act itself seem 
ed to them the only thing necessary 
to record. Hence it must ever be a 
matter of regret that the origin of 
our kieauliful Flag should be so 
shtonded in mystery. 

Who selected the design will nev- 
<'i b<* known. It might have been 
an adaptation from any one or half 
dozen other banners. A celelirated 
iiutiquarian st4ites his belief — and 
Hi is a popular one — that Wanh- 
iHgtoir's fatnlly coat of arms suggest- 
ed the design. **It is not a little 
curious," thn historian says, '* that 
I he poor worn out lay of feudalisnt, 
A» so many would count it, should 
tiHve expanded into the bright and 



ample hnnner that now waves from 
evwry sea." 

Women made the first flag — 
women of English ancestry — and 
they made it of English bunting, 
sewed it with English thread, de- 
signed from an EiiKlish coat of arms; 
furthermore, they presented it to an 
Elnglislit»red Scotchman, who within 
a week after the action of Congress 
displayed the brand new banner 
over a small vossid as it lay in the 
harbor at Philadel[>liia, where thou- 
sands of people came to admire, 
anil a few to scolT, at the new fledtr- 
ed dignity of a young Nation. It 
was the Paul Jones Flag, and 
Sarah and Mary Austin, of Phila- 
delphia, made it. Nearly a century 
and a quarter old, its colors are 
nearly as bright today as thev were 
on that long-ago June day. 

That Paul Jout\s flag made a big 
patch in history Flung to the 
f»reeze above the "Ranger" in Sep- 
ternhHr of 1777. of which Paul Jones 
was commander, the Flag was car- 
ried into French waters, and was 
recognized in the completest and 
fullest manner, being the flrst recog- 
nized by a foreign powei of the 
**United States of Americal" How 
joyfully the news was greeted at 
home that **America Indepeneuce" 
had lieeii acknowledged abroad 1 
Paul Jones* achievements on the 
high seas under that Flag will scar- 
cely bear a searchlight, but when 
the Bon Homme Richard espisode 
came about all, else that tho dash- 
ing commander had done or left un- 
done was forgotten. Not many who 
look at the old Flag now remark 
that it has but twelve stars, instead 
of the 13 entered by Congress, 

With the average woman's dis- 
regard of red tape, 12 stars dis- 
placed th« 13 nti&rs urdi'reiT by Oun- 
giess, probably because it was easier 
to arrange 12 than 13 — or, horrible 
suspicion, the women who were 
sewing on it may have been su- 
perntitious alxnit the number 131 

The Paul Jones Flag was not the 
official Flag, anyhow. Congress 
did not act on \\m resolution until 
September 3d, 1777, and it ap- 
pointed a committee to arrantre for 
the manufacture of the National 
emblem. Washington, who had a 
pretty taste for finery, suggested 
that his shirtmaket, liet^*^y Ross, 
of Arch Htri^et, Philadelphiii, was a 
dainty seamstrewH, so to her they 
went, and she maile the flrst ofllcial 
Flag. She made the Flags while she 
lived, and her descendants followed 
in her footsteps for at least two 
generations. 

The Fhig went first into Chinese 
waters in 1784 and the Orientals 
called the starry emblem "the 
Flower Flag," liecause it seemed to 
them NO beautiful. The Flag was 
carried to Japan in 1799. Thefiist 
atipearance in a Spanish port was 
on July 4th, at Callao, 1792. The 
first stand of American colors 
prt^sented to a Nation was carried 
liy Mr. Monroe, in 17d4, when he 
want as Minister to France, and at 
the request of the French Republic. 

In 1705 the Flag was changed by 
Congress to 16 stripes and stars to 
accommodate Vermont and Korj 
tucky, they having just come into 
the Union. The Constitution, '* Old 
Ironsides," launched October 2l8t, 
1797, was the flrst of the new Navy 
to oflat tliochan«;ed Flag, and she 
carried it toTri|)oli and planted the 
Flag over Fortress Derne in 1805, 
the flrst time the Stars and Stripes 
ever waved over an Old World for- 
tress. 

The Flag was first carrietl to 
Smyrna in 1797, and made its first 
ap]>earance on the Oreat Lakes the 
same year. Tn 1800 the George 
Washington anchored under the 
walls of Constantinople, and flung 
out the Star Spangled Banner, much 
to the distress of the Ttirks, who 
had never heard of the new Nation. 
The Flag went to c;hina around the 
Cai)e of Good Hope in 1S44. It 
matle its first appearant*'* '•• the 
West Intlies in 1846. 

It went across the contiueui the 
first time with Fremont in 1845 40. 
It wascarrieil into l^alestine and in 
1850 the Star Spangletl Banner en- 
tered the closed jiort of Sebasto(K)l. 

April J St, 1818, the Flag, by onler 
of Congress, was altered again, tak- 
ing the 13 stripes and a star for 
each State as it should come in. It 
has never been changed since, ex- 
copt to add tcMhe oonstellation of 
St ars. 

Ihitil 18G7 the Government Flags 
ware made of English bunting. 



Then General Butler established 
his bunting tactories and killed the 
English industiy in the United 
States. The first flag of Ameiicsn 
bunting mas unfurled on the ^Ay 
that the Union Pacific Railroad, 
that stupendous piece of engineer- 
ing, was completed, and stuck on 
top of the monument where the 
last spike was driven. 

Congress then authorized the 
pnrcihase of American bunting for 
the National Government Flags, 
and they are at last all American. 
Thn first acquisition of territory 
ever made by the United States by 
simply taking possession was ac- 
compaished In 1808. The Midway 
Island, about half way from the 
Sandwich Islands and Jat»an, were 
taken possession of on orilers from 
the Navy Department. The com- 
mander of the Lackawanna went 
on the shores of the uninhabited 
island and rained the Flag on the 
higliest point of land, while a salute 
of 21 guns was fired. They were 
wanted for a coaling station 

The American Flag has lieen 
carried further into the Arctic and 
Antarctic Seas than that of any 
other Nation. 

If :%ny of you were asked why the 
American stars are five-poiute<l, 
while the Etjglish star has six, whst 
answer would you give? Betsey 
Ross ami Washington had a scrsp 
over that one point. Washington 
drew a six-pointed «tar foi the Flag 
and his shirtmaker refused to make 
h\, ** That is a British star," she 
said, and folding a bit of paper she 
made a five-pointed star with a 
single snip of her scissors. The six- 
jjointed star was simply a relic of 
the rowel spuis of heraldiy, and 
when Mrs. Ross had made Washing- 
tou unuersiana tnar, necapuutateo, 
so that to a woman is ilue the 
Ainerican's original conception of 
the ^s^ pointed star. 

Suppose a chilil asked you how 
many Flags the United States had 
had, what reply could you make? 
Sixty-four, at the very least calcula- 
tion, led our forces on land and sea 
up to 1777. — The National Tribune.

Here is something you may be 
able to weave into fabric which will 
interest Howard: -

While reading 
my paper I noticed through the open 
door a youth circulating something 
in the front of my car and the 
smoker. As he approached dishing 
out cards as a ucwsy dishes out 
magazines etc, I was curious to 
know what it could mean. 

A card lauded right into me, and 
he rushed on circulating, 

A glance at the card was enough, 
for at the head was in heavy type: 

'*A Deaf and Dumb Boy's 
Appeal. * * I{lfas on my feet and call- 
ed to him, and he came back in a 
trot, thinking perhaps I had been 
touched and overly eager to help him. 
He had demonstrated his ability to 
hear and I told him to come with me 
off the train, in an easy manner, to 
get hiui to the cop on the platform. 

I had a very heavy suit case of 
value, and as I was sure I could not 
returu in time to get the train, after 
landing him, I picked it up id one 
hand and told him to come with me, 
of course I was watching him. He 
suddenly refused to budge. Then 
I lauded tuy left hand on the back 
of his collar, gripping like a black- 
smith's vise, and turning him from 
me, with back to me to avoid his 
hitting if attempted. But he walk- 
ed along as if arrested. He certain- 
ly supposed he was. When we got 
to the door he was scared nearly to 
death, and tears were coming, when 
the weight of the heavy auit case 
betrayed itself. When we got to 
the steps he started to throw off his 
coat, and in the effort to grasp his 
shirt collar, he juiuped from the 
platform to the station platform. It 
was all so sudden to me with the one 
hand that I had to let go or go head 
foremost down the steps. 

When he hit the floor he flew like 
a deer the length of the platform, 
and I followed, only to have him 
get away. 

lie dashed up the inside platform 
and through t4ie passage to the street. 

I have been kickiug myself for not 
throwing away the suit case, aud 
for not even yelling "thief** and 
thereby had him caught. 

The train men and all were look- 
ing, but evidently supposed he had 
forgotten something in the waiting 
room and was rushing for it to get 
back before the train pulled out. 

He was an exceptionally hand- 
some, robust, youth of 16 or 18, dress 
ed as neat as could be. His appear- 
ance was such as would touch any 
sympathetic or stony heart. 
I got a big lot of his cards, 
as he left them in the seats as 
he fled, as no oue dared touch them. 
I believe all the people thought I was 
a sleuth laying for him. 

All in the car knew his game after 
his betraying himself, 

I am under the impression that he 
is a local newsboy, and was playing 
a game he had seen played. The 
newsy in the train almost fainted 
as we went to the platform, aud from 
that newsy's action I believe he was 
in the game. 

The train was a daudy place in 
which to ojjeratc as no cops were in 
there, aud it was long before the 
conductors aud other crew men took 
their places. Newsies know that 
I>oint. And so did this guy. And 
he knew too that this suburban train 
had the class of peojjle who would 
give. 

You know here in Boston any one 
can pass through the gates aud into 
trains whenever he pleases. It is 
all o{>en. 

I have a big petition ready for the 
legi.slature, asklug theru to enact the 
copy of the Minnesota Law I am to 
enclose. This city is full of those 
chefijt.s, and the next one is going to 
get it in the gills. He will never 
elude me, if I have even to strip off 
and swim the Bay. 

I have a fog horn voice and could 
have yelled '* Thief," loud enough 
to have set every one thiuking. 

I**ew preachers would have collared 
a man in public, aud I would not do 
so either, had I not had boxing 
les.sous under Adams aud laken 
pride in my ability to slug. I was 
watching that party all right and 11 
he had started something Well, 
he'd be sufbcicntly marked to bring 
about his identity. 

This certainly proves that wc 
mu.st wake up. I have called the 
attention of the Police Department 
to this several times. Not long ago a 
policeman siirceedrd in undoing one 
in his own house, then let go with a 
reprimand, did »i'»t ^.v^m •iir.» >iuii to 
court.

Tht Silmt Ifpcster oi May 18 con-

names of Mr and Mrs. P. A Kmery 
occurred. We learn that the late 
Mr. Kmery was a teacher in the 
Indiana School for six years at a 
salary of $2^ per mouth and board. 
While thus employed he courted a 
beautiful girl named Mary Allen, a

ford for further education. Not a 
soul there knew she was married 
except the principal, and the secret 
never got out until after she left the 
school. Professor Bmery, who was 
one of the l>est and good-natured of 
men, resigned his position at In- 
dianapolis and went to Kansas, where 
he founded the Kansas State School 
for the Deaf.

Emery suffered terribly. They after- 
ward removed to Chicago, and Mr. 
Emery conceived the idea of start- 
ing a Day School for the deaf of the 
city, which he aubsquently had in- 
creased to six schools. There are 
now eleven. For a man who over- 
came apparently unsurmountable 
obstacles, who was original in many 
things, and who rose from poverty 
to comparative comfort, the late 
Prof, Every had few equals. 

Rev. P. Hasenstab*s family are 
now living in a commodious house 
instead in a tlat. Mrs. Hasenstab's 
brother, a widower, and his two 
children live with them, and theirs 
must indeed l>e a happy family. 
We venture to hope Mr. and Mrs. 
Hasenstab will not have to buy hats 
of a larger size for their heads now 
that they are no longer humble flat 
dwellers like the most of us. 

Chicago will save about $200,000 
a year in the education of its deaf, 
dumb, blind and delinquent children 
as a result of the signing of two bills 
by Gov. Deneen last week. The 
bills are the ones proposed by the 
Board of Education, of Chicago, by 
which the State assumes part of the 
cost of education these children, 
who outside of Chicago, are in State 
Institutions. The projxirtion of the 
annual cost which the State will as- 
sume is practically all which is in 
excess of the cost of educating a 
normal child in the public schools. 
The bills traveled a rough road 
before they went through the Senate 
on the last day before the recess. 
They passed the House in April, a 
mouth earlier. At that time the 
duplicate bills which had been kill- 
en in committee, Senators apprehend- 
ing that the state was embarking in 
au expensive innovation. After the 
House bills were passed Gov. De- 
neen, at the request of Chicagoans 
interested iu the undertaking, used 
his influence with Senator Charles 
F. Hurburgh, Chairman of the 
Appropriation Committee, to obtain 
favorable consideration. Lewis B. 
Laraon, Secretary of the Board of 
Education, of Chicago, worked at 
Springfield through nearly the en- 
tire session in the interest of the 
bills.

He eulogized 
the Boaid of Trustees, which will 
soon go out of existence an*l be suc- 
ceeded l>y the Board of Control, for 
all the institutions of the State, for 
all it had accomplished for the 
school enumerating the improve- 
ments, since he had been Superin- 
tendent that have been made for its 
betterment. Theii severance from 
the school will indeed be a loss 
severely felt. In all his work he 
had its heat ly co-operation. 

Dr. Patterson iu speaking for the 
school facetiously, remarked that 
Superiutendeut Jtmes had left out 
one of the most important actions 
the board had dune and he would 
supply the omission — viz.^ his ap- 
pointment as supeiintendent of 
the school. That indeed had been 
one of its best acts. He compli- 
mented the tiustees for all they had 
done for the school. Hon, Carl Nor- 
pell, president of the board, and 
Hon. Chesti^r E. Bryan, a member, 
replieil briefly. Superiuteudent R. 
O. Johnson, of the Indiana School, 
who happened to be a visitor here 
during the day made a few remaks, 
referring to this t)oard of trustees. 
The .superintendent of the school 
for blind, Prof. T. S, Lowden, of 
the State Univt^raity and (iteu. E. 
S. Wilson, Editor of the Ohio Skiie 
Journal^ were down for speeches, 
but time sped t^oo fast so the guests 
had to forego them. Gen. Wilson, 
liowever, had this to say in an 
editorial Fiiday. 

A banquet was given at the School 
for the Deaf and Dumb, last Wed- 
neaday evening, at which sat 14 
graduates of the school, seven l>oys 
and tseven girls, or rather, young 
ladies and young gentlemen, for 
they had grown from tots to maturi- 
ty since they entered thei*e. 

It was a happpy class, hopeful, 
radiant, intelligent and good-look- 
t»Ki prepared to go out into lite and 
do their part with the duties they 
meet. We say radiant — yes, they 
were. We incUu« too much to 
belive that they who aie deprived 
of some of their senses, hearing or 
sight, for Instance, live iu the land of 
gloom. But it is far from so. The 
senses they retain are readier and 
keener and quickly respond to ihe 
joys of life. 

We frequently meet with these 
deaf and dumb pei>ple going 
out on the street car, and they 
are always the jolHest set In the car. 
They brighten up when they talk 
to one another, in their preullarsiirn 
language, as if they lived in the 
never-failing sunshine. We often 
wished we were as happy as they. 
They hear with their eyes, just as a 
beetle can hear a rosebush sing. 
We are quite sure that the deaf 
hear the harmonies that are l^eyoud 
the reach of us auricular mortals. 

The most beautiful wortl is out* 
side the limit of our senses. There 
are tints and tones too delicate for 
our fjirude senses to recognize^ but 
we have known blind men who have 
seen tliem and deaf men who have 
heard them. 

Thursday evening, the Fourteenth 
High School Commeucemeut exer- 



cises took place in the soboora 
chapel, which held a capacity 
crowd. The Class, Superintendent 
Jones, Principal Patterson, Board 
of Trustees, Prof. T. S. Lowdou, 
who delivered the principal address, 
and the interpreters, Misa Greener 
and Mr. Leon Odebrecht, had aeata 
upon the platform. The stage 
looked beautiful with its woodland 
scenery trappings and ocean view 
at its back, typical of the starting 
out on life's pilgrimage.
